DEFINITIONS 
For the purpose of these instructions, 


APPLICATION means Form SC-150, Application for Payment, 194¢ Havelian 
Sugarcane Progran, Form §¢-150, Supplement 1, Continuation Sheet for Section 
VIII of Application for Payment, and Form SC-150, Supplement 2, Certificate 
with Respect to Joint-Producers, to be Submitted by Producer—Processor Who 
Operates the Farming Unit and Who Executes Form §¢-150. 


‘FARM means all land. which is farmed by a2 producer, or group of producers, 
asa single farming wntt,; with cropoing practices, workstock, equipment, labor 
and manegement substautially separate from that of any other Land. 


PRODUCER means any person who was the legal owner, at the time of harvest 
or abandonment, of a portion or ee of the sugarcane covered by the applacaieen, 


OPERATCR means the producer who operates the farm covered by the appli- 
Cation, or ae legal representative of such producer. 


CHEM IOAL FERTILIZER means commercial chemical fertiliger not less than 
15 percent of the gross weight of which consists of plant Food, 


PLANT FOOD means the aggregate amount of nitrogen, available phospioric 
acid and water ve hae potash in chemical fertilizer. 


Form SC-140 means hoger ages for Payment, 1941 Hawaiian Sugarcane 
Progrem. — 


LABORER means any person who was employed on the farm covered by the 
application in the production, cultivation or harvesting of sugarcane in 
the calendar year 194¢. 


; ACP-16 means Instructions on Signatures and Authorizations, in con- 
: nection with the execution of applications for payment, or related papers 
under the Agricultural Conservation Program. 


INSTRUCDICN FOR FILLING our ‘oud. AND ‘HuWDLING THE APPLICATION 


The application must cover all land which is farmed by a produces, or 
group of producers, as a single farming unit, with cropping practices,’ work- 
stock, equipment, labor and ane Art Seen te mich separate from het oF 
any ovher land, 


Before any entries 2 are made on an application, the Honolulu Office 
must determine insofar as possible that the conditions for payment have. 
been met with respect to the farm to be covered by such application. In 
order to moke such determination, the pertinent forms in the Honolulu 
Office should be exemined and the following facts ascertained; 


1. Thet, within the knowledge of the Honolulu Office, there has 
been no violation of the child labor provisions of the Sugar 
Act of 1937, as amended, on the part of sone producer on the 
farm in connection with the production of the crop covered 
by the application... If, within the kmowledge of the Honolulu. 
Office, there has been a violation: of the child-labor pro- 
visions of the Sugar Act: of 1937, as smended, on the part of 
any producer on the farm in connection with the production of 
the crop covered by the application, , the following 'Pindine

The application is to be filled out in triplicat All entries, except 


sisnatures and dates, should be typewritten or plainly Nes in nk iog 
indelible pencil. ‘The original is to be sent to the Agricultural Adjustment 
Agency, Pennsylvania State Office, 928 North 3rd Street, Harrisburg, 
Pennsylvania. One copy is to be retained in the Honoluly, T.H., office and 
One cony should be delivered to the peek rey of the farm covered by ths 
application, 


Acreages and hundredweights of sugarcane for sugar shall be exoressed 
to the nearest tenth of an acré and tenth of - hundredweight, respectively. 
Five or fever hundredths are to be dropped and more than five hundredths will 
be considered as a whole tenth. Thousandths of an acre or thousandths of 
a hundredveight of sugarcane should be disregarded. Figures relative to 
hundredweights of sugar shall be expressed to the nearest hundredth of a 
hundredweight. Five or fewer thousandths are to be dropped and more than 
five thousandths will’ be considered 2s a whole hundredth. 


All data which are ascertained from the operator must be checked oy the 
iif ale ips My omnia lke ae oA office before Section IX is executed. 


Any: correction in the data on the application shall be mide by drewing 
a light line through the original entry and entering the correct data 
immediately above or beside the original entry. Any correction of the data 
on tho application should be initialed by the person whose signature appears 
in Section IX thereof. If such person is not available to initial the

correction, such correction may be initialed by any pexson authorized to sign 
Section IX, provided the person who initials such corrections also affixes 


his signature in Section IX above the original signature. 


HEADING 


Serial number — The serial number of the application must be entered 
in the space provided. 


SECTION wh. APPLICATION AND CERTIFICATION OF PRODUCERS 


Producers on a farm, when signing the application, are certifying to 
all the provisions included in this section. The attention of such producers 
should be called to these provisions before they are permitted to sign the 
application, A description of the farm covered by the application must be 
fiied inthe Honolulu, T. H. office. 


SECTION If. CERTIFICATION OF PRODUCER-PROCESSOR 

Any producer on the farm who was directly or indirectly a processor On 
sugarcane during the 1942 erop season, as Gefined in Sugar Determination No. 
32, issued May 24, 1938, is required to enter the name of the processor and 
execute this section. 


SHOPION III, REQUIRED FARMING PRACTICES 


Entries of plant food mist be the actual average amounts in the chemical 
fertilizer epplied per acre of sugarcane land fertilized and must be 
expressed to the nearest pound, Five or fewer tenths of a pound are to 
be dropped and more than five tenths considered as a whole pound. 


No entry is to be made for the application of chemical fertilizes2in 
any case unless supported by receipts, invoices, or other satisfactory evidence. 


Item 1. Enter the number of acres of land on which sugarcane was 
growing at any time during the calendar year 1942 on the farm and on which 
chemical. fertilizer was applied during the calendar year 1942 as ascertained 
from the operator. The number of aeres-shown in this item must be equal to 


or ereater than the number of acres shown in Item 2 hereof. 


item 2. Fnter the mumber of acres of land on which sugarcane was planted 


or a ratoon crop was started at any time during the calendar year 1942 as 
ascertained from the operator, 


Item 3. Enter the result of dividing the number of pounds of plant 
food contained in the chemical fertilizer applied in 1942, ascertained from 
the operator, by the number of acres shown in item 1. This entry must be 
equal to not less than the greater of either (1) 200 pounds or (2) 60% of the 
amount shown in item 4 or 5, whichever is smaller. The maximum requirement 
Ls 250, pounds.

Item 4, Enter the average quantity of available plant food in the 
chemical fertilizer applied in 1940 per acre of sugarcane land fertilized 
‘as shorn in item 5, Section III of Form SC-140, ;.In. cases in which form 


S0-140 vas not filed, this information‘must. be ascertained from the opevavor. 


Item 5, Enter the average quantity of availavle: plant: food in the 
chemical fertilizer applied in 1941 per acre of sugarcane jand fertilized as 
shown in item 3, Section III, Form S¢-140. In cases in which Form SC-140 
was not filed, this information must be ascertained frem the operator.

SECTION VIII. DISTRIBUTION ‘OF ACCRUED, UNPAID WAGES 
A respresentative of the Insular Region of the Agricultural Adjustment . 

Agency in Hawaii shall determine that each laborer named in cohumn (2) for 
whom accrued, unpaid wages are shown in column (4), was not paid wages in 
accordance with section 301 ¢») of the Sugar Act of 1937, as amended, and 
Sugar Determination No. 131, issued April 24, 194¢, because he could not 
be located after every reasonable effort was made, or because the producer 
who employed him did not have the necessary funds, All entries of the names 
of laborers and of the amounts of unpaid wages must be evidenced oy wage 
claims on forms provided for that purpose, properly executed by such laborers 
or their authorized representatives, or by statements signed by the producers 
stating the names of the laborers not fully paid and the amounts owed, No 
evidence is to be attached. to the application. If all daborers were FULLY, 
paid, the word "none" must be entered in the first line in column Cae 

: . 
Enter in column (1) the names of the producers who owe wages to laborers: 
In case one producer owes wages to more than one-laborer, a ditto sign may 
be entered under his name for each additional laborer. 


Enter in column (2) the name of each laborer who has not been fully 
paid. All such laborers not fully paid by one producer should be listed 
consecutively. In case more than one producer owes 7ages to one Laborer, 
the laborer!s name should be entered opposite the name of each such pro- 
ducer. If the name of any laborer is unknown, the woré unknown" mist be 
entered, 


Enter in column (3) the mail address of each laborer whose name appears 
in column (2). In case the address of any such laborer is unknown, the word 
N"uinknown" must be entered. 


Enter in each line in column (4) thegunpaid wages which are due the 
laborer whose name is entered in that line in column (2) from the producer 
whose name is entered in that line in column (1). If the word "“unicnown! 
is entered in column (2), enter the amount owed to the laborer whose name 
is unknown. Enter the total in the last line. 


Make no entry in column (5). 


In case an extension of Section VII is needed, it shovld be typed,

Make no entry in column (6), Section VIII. 


The signatures of producers must appear jn the same order in waich 
the nemes afthe producers appeare 


If any producer desires to name a beneficiary, the name of the designated 
vbeneficiery end his mail address should: be entered in the spaces provided 
to the left of his signature, 


If there are more than three producers on the farm, a continuation 
sheet shall be used, Each continuation sheet must. be properly identified 
by the name or designating numeral of the local administrative district; and 
the seriel number of the application. 


If any interested person who otherwise would share in.the payment with 
respect to the farm refuses to sign the application, a statement by such 
person setting forth fully his reasons for rofusing to sign should be attached 
to the application and the attachment should bo noted in tho spece provided 
in Soction IX. If such statement cannot be obtained, a statement signed by 
the representative of the Insular Region of the Agricultural Adjustment 
Agoney in Honolulu, T, H., indicating the .reason for such refusal and the 
offorts which have been made-to secure the signature of such producer should 
bo entored in the space provided in Section IX, If, for any other reason, 
the signature of any interested party who otherwise would share in the pay 
mont cannot be obtained, a statomont of the reason for tho’ failure’ of suck 
person to sign must be written in the line where he would have signed and 
initialed by the representative of the Insular Region of the Agricultural 
Adjustment Agency. 


The roguletions set forth: in ACP-16 are to be followed with respect 
to authorizations and signaturcs of producers on the application. No 
writton evidence as to authority to sign applications in a representative 
capacity is to be attached to the application, 


SECTION IX, CERTIFICATION AND RECOMMENDATION OF

Tie representative of the Insular Region who approves the epplication must 
be duly authorized by the Officer in Cherge of the Hevaiian office of the 
Aericulturel Adjustment Agency to ect for the Insular Region and must not 

be a near relative of any interested person shown on the application or Arve 
eny shere of finencial interest in the land or sugarcane covered by the ap-

All applications should be carefully checked in tie local office of tae 
Agricultural Adjustment Agency to insure that they have been correctly come- 
ploted, thet the data have beon properly entered, ond thet no ciscrepencies 
oxist as to asta entered in various parts of the application. 


When an adequate supply ofapplications is completed, the forms should 
ve folded, cerefully packed and shipped to the Agricultural Adjustment 
Agency, Pennsylvanis State Office, 928 North 3rd. Street, Harrisburs, 
Pennsylvania. In addition, transmittal sheets, correctly filled out for 
each snipment shovld be included in the shipment. The transmittal sheets 
used in connection with the Agricultural Gonservation program will also be 
used in connection with the sugar program,
